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High court rules children can sue 

BoIsE — Tlic Idaho Supreme Court has ruled children in some 
divorce cases have the right to sue to enforce agreements that parents 
continue what arc essentially support payments even after authorized 
under the state's divorce laws. 

In the unanimous' ruling Monday, the high court held that such 
post-majority support agreements, if incorporated into divorce 
decrees, cannot be enforced as part of those decrees under traditional 
divorce laws. But the court said that the children as beneficiaries of 
. such agreements con go to court to have them enforced since their 
rights ore not limited by the divorce laws as their parents’ rights arc. 

The ruling came in the divorce of Rilchnrd and Mary Noble of 
Boise. As part of tlieir 1988 divorce, Ritchard agreed to pay for half

PoBce believe murdered teen-ager 


mayJiave-been killed at her home

• BURLEY - The trail of blood 
leading from Regina Krciger's bed- 
room indicates she may have been 
murdered in her home, Cassia 
County Sheriff Billy Crystal said. 

The wound to Krieger's chest, 
which punctured her heart, would 
have caused profuse internal bleed- 
ing, Cassia County Coroner Paul 
Young said. External bleeding from 
the wound would not have bera sig- 
nificant, he said. * 

Police found a spotty trail of 
blood from Krciger's bedroom, up 
■ the stairs, around the outside of the 
house and to a fence in the yard, fol- 
lowing her disappearance. 


. Police are trying 
to piece together 
the 'disappearance 
and death of 
Krciger, whose 
body was found 
Saturday on the 
east bank of the 
Snake River IS 
miles upstream of 
Burley. 

Two primary 
Krleger theories. Crystal 
said. place’Kreiger’s death at differ- 
ent times. One says she was mur- 
dered during her apparent abduction 
from her hbmc Feb. 28. 

The other theory, supported by a 
pathologist's report iridicaTing 
Kreiger Imd been de^ for aroiind 30 



days when her body was discovered, 
holds she was alive for up to two 
weeks after her disappearance. 

Tests are. being conducted to jmo- 
point the time of hcf-death. 

Police intuition. Crystal said, 
leads him to believe Kreiger was 
killed in her home “stronger than 
any other possibility at this point." 

Two wounds were found .on 
Kreiger's body, one around her 
throat and the other nt her heart. 
Both wounds would have been fatal. 
Crystal said. 

A search team is scouring the 
bonks of the Snake River lool^g for 
evidence of blood or other indica- 
tions where her body was dumped 
into the river, Crystal said. Police 
are also looking for a black and 


green blanket, ■ missing' from' 
Kreiger’s bedroom. 

“It's probably been too long for 
any foo^riots." Crystal said. 

The b^y was at the river bank for 
some time. Crystal said.'Police . 
believe either the water level recent- 
ly lowered, revealing Kreiger's 
body, or weather conditions hid it 
from view. 

Detectives am following leads and 
will speak to people who were inter- 
viewed after her disappearance. 
Crystal said. A boyfriend ^m Twin 
Falls, known only o^Isedrb, will be 
among those interviewed, along with 
family nwmbersi Crystal said.

RUPERT - A Rupert man 
regarded by- law enforcement as a 
major drug i;unner in Minidoka 
County was sentenced Monday to 
between 10 oITd 30 years in prison 
and S20.000 in fines.

Court rejects GM gas tank settlement H L^te reversal takes 


llie Astodtfedftea 

PHILADELPHIA — A federal appeals 
court Monday iKrew out a settlement under 
which owners of allegedly fire-prone 
General Motors Corp. pickups would have 
gotten $1,000 coupons toward new GM 
trucks. 

The 3rd U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
agreed with opponents who branded the 1993 
■ settlement merely a "sophisticated marketing 
prognun" to .sell more GM trucks. 

The court also said the $ 1 ,000 coupon would 
' be worthless to rental companies and ’’less 
wealthy” tmek owners unable to purchase new 
GM trucks. 

The case involved the "sidesaddle” fuel 
tanks GM put on trucks built from 1973 to 
1987. Last fall, Transportation Secretary 
Federico Pena said the trucks were prone to 


catch fire in a crash, and be blamed the design 
forlSOdeat^ 

Last December, GM averted a recall by 
teaching an agreenmt with the government to 
spend about $S1 million on safety md research 
programs. Some industry analy^ estimated a 
rec^ would have cost GM $1 billion. 

The plaintiffs in the Ptuhuklphia settlement 
argued that the truck design imd lawsuits over 
fleiy accidents^I^ reducM the value of their, 
vehicles. The settlement combined 36 class- 
action 'bwsuits filed across the country. 

The appeals court said that because of a fail- 
ure to take all factors into consideration, the 
federal judge who approved the settlement 
overestinuued its cost to GM, which was put at 
S 1 .9 billion to $2.8 billion at the time. 

When the settlement was reached, GM esti- 
mated S million to 6 million trucks remained 
on the rood. 

"We're delighted Uiat the court threw out a 
bod decision that rewarded lawyers and did 
nothing for consumers,” said Clarence Ditlow, 
executive director of the Center for Auto 
Safety, which contested the settlemenL 

”When they started marketing these trucks 


in 1973, GM ads said 60 percent, of them 
would still be on the road 18 years later. Th^ 
made the trucks nigged, but they made the gas 
tanks like balloons waiting to be punettued.” 

Ed Lechtzin. a GM spokesman in Detroit, 
did not immediately return a call for comment. 
The attorney who argued the cose for GM. 
James Schink, refused to comment. The plain- - 
tifls’ lawyer, Diane Nast, did notretum a call 
forcomihenL 

The case now returns to U.S. District Court, 
where Ditlow said his agency will continue 

pressing for an order remiring a recall. 

The trucks were builfwiA their ^ ^ks 
outside the vehicle’s frame, a design that 
critics' said made them vulnerable when hit 
from the side. GM has since abandoned the 
design but denied it was unreasonably dan- 
gerous.

.NEW YORK (AP) — It will 
never knock Michael Crichton or 
P.D. James off the bedside tables 
of America, but the Janus mutual 
fund family in Denver has just 
published a pretty good page-ium- 
cr.

With leveraged derivatives such 
as futures contracts, for' instance. 
Janus points out that "in some 
cases, the potential loss is unlimit- 
ed." 

A chart prominently displayed 
on page 5 rales each of Janus’s 1 3 
slock and bond funds along a scale 
from "conservative” to “aggres-

read a word of tiie text can gel'an 
idea of the degree of risk that each 

fund takes.. , 

iJctter .still, the prospectus is 
.organized with the reader in mind. 



using short sentences and para- 
graphs, under headings in green 
and bold-faced black type that 
make the whole thing easier lo use 
without the necessity of reading 
from front to back. 

A mutual fund prospectus, in 
addition to serving as a formal 
agreement between manager and 
investor, needs lo function as a 
kind of owner’s manual. 

That calls for haiidy how-to 
descriptions, well marked and cosy 
to find, on opening accounts (regu- 
lar and retirement), buying and 
redeeming shares, changing your 
address of record, and understand- 
ing how-ihe moncy-you hopc-to- 
make is likely lo be taxed. 

Janus provide.s all this, along 


with thumbnail (icscrip(ion.s of 
each fund, Q&A discussions of 
how its slock, bond and combina- 
tion funds arc managed, and a 
glossary of investment terms. 

Similar efforts arc afoot at 'many 
other fund organizations these 
days, encouraged by prodding 
from the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

The SEC. under chairman Arthur

Ofien, funds in their prospectus- 
es try to leave their managers as 
much room to maneuver aS-possi- 
blc, if only lo allow them' to act 
quickly and- decisively to adjust to 
changing market trends or sudden 
dramotic developments. 

So it falls ‘to other shareholder 
communication s — for ins tap yr,

Eycn with these report's, periodic 
newsletters for shareholders and 
other communications-, it is quite 
common for funds to operate in 
ways' that the public grasps only 
dimly or not at all. 

A “government securities" fund, 
for instance, can pursue a very 
aggressive, high-risk strategy 
beneath the mantle of its conserva- 
tive-sounding name... Some 
"growth and income" funds aim 
for 0 lot of growth and hardly any 
income. 

In many.<rascs; fund managers 
need 0 veil df secrecy to keep ffom 
telling tAeir competitors everything 
they ore doing and plan to do. But 
that secrecy becomes a problem i 
when it leaves shareholders in the ‘ 
dark obout how a fund is being 
managed and what risks it tokes.
